75 PLANES EACH 


Washington, Saturday. 

Tenders will shortly be invited for two 
35,000-ton liners which could rapidly be 
converted into aircraft carriers with 
accommodation for 75 planes each, the 
U.S. Maritime Commission announced 
today. 

The ships will be the largest vessels

Andrew’s Hall, Glasgow, to-day. 

“Once the ordinary British citizen 
understands the need for further 
action,” Sir John declared, “he will 
be the very first to support it and 
demand it.” 

Sir John pointed out that unless the 
country consumed fewer goods prices 
would go up. The danger of this would 
be increased if there were more money 
to spend. The result would be an alter- 
native rise in wages and prices, and the 
final crash with unemployment and 
slump. 

He revealed that both the burdens of 
the Budget and rationing were in part 
intended as instruments for putting the 
brake on consumption of goods. 


LORD HAW HAW 


After a brief review of Hitler’s succes-| 


sion of broken promises and acts of 
aggression, Sir John commented, “ In 
spite of Lord Haw Haw, Germany by 
this time knows on which side lies the 
moral support of the world.” 

The Nazi system was based on the view 
that human beings as such had no rights 
and that nothing mattered but the de- 
velopment of the race and the success 
of the State. 

“ That is the quintessence of tyranny.” 

Sir John continued: “Let no one 
suppose that the war can be carried 
on to the only conclusion which free 
men and women would tolerate with- 
out incurring immense burdens and 
making heavy sacrifices.” 


He recalled that the Prime Minister 


had warned us that a grimmer time is} 


coming.

T IS HOPED THAT AFTER WE HAVE WON THIS SECOND 
WAR WITH GERMANY, THE AUTHORITIES WILL DEAL 
MORE DRASTICALLY AGAINST CERTAIN U-BOAT OFFICERS 
THAN RESULTED TWENTY YEARS AGO. JUSTICE DEMANDS 
THAT FULL PUNISHMENT BE AWARDED TO NAZI CAPTAINS 
WHOSE BEHAVIOUR AT SEA WAS MARKED BY ABOMINABLE 
INHUMANITY. THAT SUBMARINE COMMANDER, AT THE 
BEGINNING OF PRESENT HOSTILITIES, WHO SANK THE 
ATHENIA WILL FIND HIMSELF UNLUCKY IF HE IS STILL ALIVE. 
When the first war concluded, Great Britain, with every indulgence 
and great charity, drew up a list of only 18 names, whose conduct 


entitled the latter to be designated as “ War Criminals.” 


There was, 


for example, Kapitan-Leutnant Petz, of U-86, guilty of sinking the 
hospital ship Llandovery Castle; Ober-Leutnant Neumann, of UC-67, 


who did the same to the Dover Castle. 


Petz was a typical, brutal 


Hun, who callously remained on. deck with his two Leutnants Boldt and 
Dittmar whilst his gunner shelled the hospital steamer’s boats full of 


Survivors. 


A Then he left Red Cross nurses, officers and men that night alone 
in the wild Atlantic, more than a hundred miles from land, to suffer a 


cruel fate, 


Those not killed outright by shells perished of thirst, 


starvation, exposure. Thus passed away 234 souls through sheer wanton 


wickedness. 

The Germans had never expected 
they would lose the war, but, after the 
signing of peace, some of the culprit 
commanders decided to disappear mys- 
teriously. More than one got jobs— 
under different names—aboard mer- 
chant ships. Some fled to Scandinavia, 
the United States, South America. Very 
few received their just due, even though 
we agreed that they should be tried 
before German judges in Germany. 


Farcical Justice 


On June 4, 1921, Neumann was tried 
at Leipzig, but won acquittal on the 
feeble plea that he had only obeyed 
superior orders. In July, Petz should 
have come up for trial. His conscience 
smote him. and he decided to dis- 
appear. No doubt of this officer’s 
guilt! His helmsman’s testimony settled 
that point. Boldt and Dittmar were 
arraigned, convicted, and each was sen- 
tenced to four years’ imprisonment. 

They smiled. Shortly afterwards, both 
leutnants were allowed to escape. 

When another day of reckoning comes 
round, we cannot let such a farcical pro- 
cedure repeat itself, 

Now many other names in the first 
war qualified for the Black List, and 
it would be difficult to select a more 
unchivalrous practitioner than Freiherr 
von Foérstner. Take a glance at that 
cruise he began in March, 1915. He 
commanded U-28, and whilst yet in the 
North Sea sank the s.s. Leeuwarden off 
the Dutch coast, next day captured a

with a prize crew into Zeebrugge. 

Wending his wicked way down the 
English Channel, he sank the Dutch s.s. 
Medea off Eastbourne, and by March 27 
set to work heartlessly against British 
shipping off the Cornish coast, well 
knowing that between Lundy Island and 
the Scillies many steamers could be 
found on their lawful occasions. 

Thus on that day he had no difficulty 
in sinking the 3,837 tons South Point, 
and the 2,114 tons Aguila. But presently, 
being some 38 miles west of Trevose 
Head, he spotted another unarmed 
English trader. She was the Vosges, 
1,295 tons, coming up from Bordeaux for 
Liverpool with general cargo and seven 
passengers, of whom one 
chanced to be a woman, : 

U-28, being of 870 tons, ¥ 
with a speed of 16 knots 
on the surface, carrying 
fuel enough for over 5,000 
miles, was one of Ger- 
many’s biggest and most | 
powerful submarines, More- 
over, besides her eight tor- :

But if the Vosges possessed not so 
much as a rifle, she had ẹ stalwart 
North Country crew that would defy 
Baron von Forstner and fight to the 
very last.

Seaman and tactician. Surrender his 
ship to a German? Allow her to be 
captured? Not likely, 


Germans Amazed 


It had just gone 10.15 a.m. when the 
submarine showed its whale-like form, 
and Captain Green took one look at the 
low-lying creature, then at the rough 
sea. What todo? Bring the enemy well 
astern, keep him there, go full out with 
engines, and the Vosges might yet 
escape. Why? Because whilst offering 
the smallest target, and by steering to 
windward, the steamer would cause the 
U-boat to be washed down by every 
wave and annoy the German gunners. 

Therein lies the one advantage which 
a surface vessel always owns over a sub- 
mersible, Repeatedly it has been proved, 
and successfully, during this second 
war. 

Of course, Férstner had several knots’ 
superiority of speed, though the Vosges’ 
engineers were coaxing machinery to do 
wonders.

now 12.30 p.m, At one time it looked as 
if Forstner were done for, and only with 
considerable difficulty did the latter 
avoid an ugly collision. Though you 
may not believe it, ramming is one of 
the most difficult arts, and a single- 
screw trawler not the handiest of craft.

It was, indeed, shortly after this con- 
versation, and only four days after 
young Flowerdew had made that last 
“ still I cannot win that V.C.” entry in 
his diary, that his great opportunity 
came. 

The war, although no one then 
realised it, was drawing towards its 
close. On the Somme the Germans were 
making a desperate bid for victory. 

General Seely and his men were at 
Moreuil Ridge, the scene of that epic 
and decisive battle on March 30, 1918, 
that turned the whole fortunes of war. 


Perilous Attack 


The slope leading up to the crest of 
the ridge was thickly wooded and held 
by a Strong force of Germans, and it 
was decided that the only way to dis- 
lodge them was for one party to attack 
from the front while another attempted 
to break through and fall upon them 
from the rear. 

To Lieutenant Gordon Flowerdew fell 
the task of leading the squadron chosen 
for the perilous job of getting across the 
ridge to make the rear attack. 

It was a desperate undertaking, one 
from which even the bravest of men 
might have shrunk, but the young 
Officer accepted it gladly. 

He swung himself up into the saddle 
and a few minutes later they moved off. 

As they approached the wood he drew 

his sword, and, urging his horse from 
a canter into a gallop, he thundered 
along a full hundred yards ahead of his 
men, 
- A hail of fire greeted them, but in a 
few seconds they were among the trees 
cutting and thrusting like demons. The 
Germans broke before them and they 
charged on up the slope and over the 
ridge, although now there were many 
empty saddles. 

On the far side Flowerdew wheeled 
and brought his men into line. They 
were in grave peril, cut off from their 
battalion behind the enemy lines, and 
they could see heavy reinforcements 
being rushed up to the wood to prevent 
them breaking through again.

Simultaneously his horse went down 
under him, and, as he fell, another 
bullet struck him. 

Yet his spirit remained undaunted. 
His strength was fast ebbing, but he 
managed to raise himself on one elbow 
and hold his sword aloft as he died

Thus died a hero, and the tragedy of 
it was that he should have fallen in the 
moment of his greatest and most 
glorious achievement. 

The Victoria Cross he won for that 
heroic charge through Moreuil Wood 
was handed to his mother. but it was 
not until many years after that the 
world heard the full story of his 
bravery. 

It was then revealed by his old com- 
manding officer, Major General Seely, 
who at a dinner in London read ex- 
tracts from Lieutenant Flowerdew’s 


diary, which he called “The Diary of aj 3 


Gentleman at War.” 


“Carry On, Boys!” 


Tears streamed down his cheeks as 
he told in a choking voice of how the 
the young hero rode to his death. 

“As I galloped through I heard a 
terrific fusillade on the German side 
of the wood, and my heart was heavy 
when I thought of my brave Flowerdew 
obviously going back into the middle of 
the German army,” he said. 

“After three-quarters of an hour of 
the most desperate hand-to-hand fight- 


ing I have ever encountered we captured | 


the whole position. 

“I asked a corporal what had hap- 
pened to Flowerdew, and he said: ‘Oh, 
sir; we should not have won without 
him. He galloped a hundred yards in 
front of us and, waving his sword, told 
us to come on. We went on. 

“*The Germans were advancing in 
single file. The moment they saw us 
they turned and fired. We killed a 
great many of them, but when we got 
through to the far side Lieutenant 
te Saas said: “Come back again, 
ads.” 

““We came back so that we might 
get to the eastern side of the wood. 
Lieutenant Flowerdew gave another 
great shout and we galloped after him. 
A German stood up and shot him 
through both sides. Another Gesman 
shot him through the chest and his 
horse collapsed beneath him. 

“‘ He shouted out as he lay dying, so 
loudly that all could hear, “Carry on, 
boys! We have won! ”’”

five survived, but those that died, died 
gloriously and not in vain.

Amery, former Secretary for the 
Colonies, and Miss Eleanor Rath- 
bone, Independent Member for the 
English Universities. 


MAIN MOTIVES 


A number of industrial firms are 
introducing such a scheme on their 
own account. 

Two main motives are behind th 
proposals : 

1. It would stimulate the birth-rate, 
which is considerably below that in the 
dictator countries. 

2. It would enable parents with 
jamilies to meet their extra responsi- 
bilities and help to ensure that no 
matter how large the family may be 
the children will be brought up under 
healthy conditions. 

Many social workers are alarmed over 
the fact that an increasing number of 
parents are limiting themselves to one 
or two children. It is “all they can 
afford.” But that number is not suff- 
cient to maintain the present rate of 
population. 

Though the birth-rate has recently 
shown a slight increase, the general ten- 
dency for the past half-century has been 
downward. A continuance of the de- 
cline would result in a sharp decrease in 
the population.

GERMAN CITIES AND TOWNS LOOK LIKE iN 
THE BLACK-OUT. 


In their 1,000 miles reconnaissance flights over 
Germany our pilots picked out—in addition to Vienna 
and Prague—Munich, Linz (Austria), Bratislava 
(capital of Slovakia), Frankfurt and Nuremberg. 


Our bombers set different courses from their bases 
in France. Some made for Vienna, others for north-west 
Germany, some for Prague, others to patrol the Heligoland 
Bight. It was the greatest airsflight of the war, and every 
part of Germany was covered. 


The planes that flew to Vienna left on Friday night and 
arrived over the Austrian capital just after midnight. They 
were in the air nearly nine hours, long enough, at the speed 
at which they are capable, to have flown from England to 
America. 

Germany, they reported, was thoroughly “blacked out,” 
except for one large town near the Swiss border which was 
almost as “well lit up” as in peace time.’ 

Austrian towns and villages could be discerned much more 
easily. Headlights of cars were not dimmed. Vienna itself was 
recognised without any trouble. 

The fliers circled the city, dropped their leaflets and 
steering north-west, they made for Frankfurt, which was also 


circled. 
LIGHTS O’ VIENNA 


Twisting beams of searchlights failed to pick up our 
aircraft in this region. One plane was picked up elsewhere, 
but had no difficulty in evading the light. 


Leaving Frankfurt, the airmen changed course again and 
returned over the frontier a little to the north of their original 
entry. 

The other aircraft, which followed a more direct course 
to Prague and back, were in the air rather less than eight 
hours. One plane turned back, before completing its mission, 
owing to engine trouble. After flying over the best part of 
Germany proper, the other planes split up and flew solo. X 

An officer who “paper-bombed” Vienna said: “We could even 
trace roads running through Austria and we saw the headlights of 
cars running along them.
